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Calls Campaign 
Choice Between 
Fear and Faith

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
13 — Oregon’s Gov. Mark 
Hatfield blistered both ex- 
tremists and Democrats to- 
night in his keynote speech 
to the Republican national 
convention. 

Hatfield performed the tra- 
ditional keynote role of warm- 
ing up the crowd before the 
main show hy cataloguing the 
“failures” of the Democratic 
Administration and extolling 


the virtues of the GOP. He 
capsuled the upcoming cam- 
paign issue as “a choice be- 
tween fear and faith.” 

In one passage in his pre- 
pared speech he denounced ex- 
tremism of every kind, and the 
radical right-wing John Birch 
Society by name. Supporters 
of Gov. William W. Scranton 
had tried in vain to write such 
a plank during GOP platform 
committee deliberations domi- 
nated hy backers of Sen. 
Barry Goldwater. 

“Our faith challenges any 
Who would -destroy freedom, 
whether they wrap themselves 
in a false cloak of patriotism 
or an equally false cloak of 
religion,” said Hatfield. There 
are bigots in this Nation who 
spew forth the venom of hate. 
They must be overcome, and 
this applies to the Ku Klu 
Klan, the John Birch Society, 
the Communist Party and the 
hundreds of others like them. 
The Republican Party will 
lead the quest for victory in 
the struggle to change the 
minds and hearts of men.” 

. “We have faith,” said Hat- 
field, “that the American Na- 
tion and system will prevail 
against the Communist men- 
ace that lurks, threatening to 


bury us, and against the 
Fascist menace that lurks 
threatening to capture us. We' 
oppose both dangers. And we 
have the energy, the knowl- 
edge of the enemy and the, 
faith in freedom that will 
maintain our liberty against 
either danger.” 

At the top of the list of Re- 
publican articles of faith, Hat- 
field placed civil rights, an- 
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
